The Japanese crossing of the Han 
River, which is 400 yards wide, was 
preceded by a terrific artillery bar- 
rage, which blasted the Chinese 
troops out of their trenches on the far 
side of the river. 

- Japanese cavalry, under cover of 
thls barrage, forded the river and 
galloped into action, hoping to fold 
up the Chinese flanks and drive the 
survivors out of thelr crumbling 
trenches. Mechanised units then pro~ 
ceeded to rumble. across the river on 
a flimsy pontoon bridge. 

The mechanised units were follow- 
ed by Infantry. scouts, who swam the 
tiver and took up their positions in 
such a way that they could protect 
the crossing of the main body. Once 
across the river, the Japanese pushed 
on without pause, making very ¢ffec- 
tive use of their tanks across ‘the flat 
Hopei plain —Reuter. :

Creates Deep 
Impression 


Geneva, Sept. 15. 


The speech delivered by Dr. 
“Koo, China’s 
emipeary, before the League of 
Nations Assembly to-day, was 
notable for its restraint and deep 
emotion, It made a very deep 
impression. 


In the concluding passages, Dr, Koo 
outlined three possibilities In League 
action; first, consideration and attion 
by the Councll ftself in the Far 
Eastern crisis; second, -formal refer- 
ence of the question to the Assembly; 
third, reference of.the_matter to the 
Advisory Committce on Sino-Japanese 
Disputes, established In 1933. 


. It is probable this last course will 
be adopted, and this appears to be 
the action. desired by the Chinese 
Government itself. It is expected the 
Council will decide on this course at 
an early meeting. 


The Advisory -Committee, consist- 
ing of twenty, states, was.cstablished 
in 1933 and Is stil in existence. ‘The 
United States, though not a member 
of the League, has a seat but not a 
vote on the Advisory Committee. 


It scems certaln the Advisory Com- 
mittee will ask Japan to state her 
case, without making it incumbent 
upon her to accept any League obliga- 
tions. Meanwhile, it Is not expected 
that China will press her appeal to 
the League.any further until she has 
scen the result of the refcrence of the 
dispute to the Advisory Committee.

Such incendiary bombs of the 
smaller types could be scattered, 
literally, in showers, producing 
fires which unfortunately might 
get out of control, and so turn 
an urban district into a flery 
holocaust, 


Esch military epoch in the 
history. of mankind has produced 
a weapon which has had a para- 
mount effect in war when pra- 
perly applied. 

To-day that weapon is the 
bomber. 


Hitherto, the greatest safe- 
guard against the bombing acro- 
plane has been the weather. 
During the.Great War atmos- 
pheric conditions often kept the 
aeroplanes on the ground. But 
this handicap has been overcome 
in Iess than 20-years, 


Now, with blind-flying instru- 
micnts and automatic pilots, the 
acroplane can sweep through 
clouds and fog with stability as 
perfectly maintained as in the 
clearest sunlight. Gone are the 
times when the moon was need- 
ed’as & guide to fly by night. 


The recent flight of the flying- 
boat Cambria -from Ireland to 
Newfoundland is an excellent 
oxumple of the capabilities of the 
modern acroplane.

yN that 

crossing of the world’s 
most difficult acrial. ocean 
passage, the commander of the 


Cambria, Captain Powell, flew 


blind through heavy rain and 
clouds for eight continuous hours 
against a strong head wind in 
the darkness of the night. 


Those who know what flying 
means cnn visualise the condi- 
tions that he had to face. 

Immediately in front of the 
flying controls: the lighted in- 
struments on the dashboard, like 
anight-light in a darkened room; 
beyond that, nothing but the 
rain streaming on the windows}; 
all around — invisibility, the 
spreading wings and stabilising 
tail-plane cleaving a steady 
passage through the heaving, 
storm-drenched air. 


And remember that this part 
of the flight was made without 
the aid of wireless. Out of 
touch with the radio stations on 
each side of the Atlantic, the 
Cambria’s commander flew by 
dead reckoning and kept to 
_ scheduled course over an air dis- 
tance of 1,200 miles. : 


Three years ago such a flight 
would have beer impossible, So 
swift has been the advance in 
aviation in this brief period! 


Designers, engineers, chemists, 
and 


metallurgists, scientists, 
master pilots have made this 
age-old dream come true, 

And what the civil flying-boat 
has done the military bomber 
can equally achieve, 

However much one may de- 
plore the employment of the 
bomber as a military weapon, 
one cannot ignore the writing in

the sky. Never, perhaps, in the 
history of the world has a de- 
velopment of such profound im- 
portance threatened all the pre- 
viously held conceptions of the 
art of war, 


- In_ Minor Wars 


PuE naval and military 
commanders who steep 
themselves in the theories of the 
past as the guide to the future 
probabilities of war do so at the 
direst peril to the nations whose 
military destinies they guard. 


So far—and for that we can be 
grateful—we have not seen a 
Great Powers’ war in the air. 
From 1914 to 1918 the aerial 
forces were subjected to the 
needs of generals and admirals 
for land and sea warfare. Since 
those days the air weapon has 
been employed only in minor 
wars. 

Yet, looking at the wars in 
Abyssinin, in Spain, and in China 
fairly and without cant, is it too 
much to say that without the 
bomber the story of several ac- 
tions might have had a different 
ending? I do not think it is. 

Apart from all questions of 
political prejudice, would Bilbao 
—a city that had hitherto suc- 
cessfully resisted siege—have 
fallen without the bomber as a 
weapon of attack?

This is tho third time Omar has 
won the title, and he fully merited 
his achievement yesterday despite 
a very fine rally by Randle. 
Omar was consistency personified, 
and even when Randle was’ making 
his gallant recovery which changed 
the score from 14-3 in Omar's favour 
to 15-all, the Indian played as though 
he had something In hand. When the 


‘| erucial stage of the match was reach- 


cd Omar revealed what a fine player 
he is by pulling out some beautiful 
shots. 


Randle started badly ond took 
several heads in which to settle down, 
MeanwhHe Omar, without doing any- 
thing spectacular, went tthead to 14-3. 
Randle’s challenge was one of the best 
things scen in local lawn bowls for 
many o long doy. He played his 
shots with moro deliberation, and by 
finding a length and the green, rapide 
ly ceehayiet the Cralgengower ex- 
pert, 


Several heads saw fine shots match- 
ed by finer ones, and the large crowd 
was unstinted In Its applause. Both 
players gave a display worthy to rnnk 
among the best in the annals of the 
champlonstip, Omor was a desere 
wed winner; Randle ‘a very gallant

Farr’s fast retreating tactics 


and his weaving and bobbing style 


‘The Welshman was cut in both 
eyes, which bled profusely, but he 
fought. back pluckily, He took 
everything Louls could give him and 
aroused the crowd to such a-fever 
of enthustasm that at the end, ale 
though Loul's justly deserved a points 
Victory, they boocd the decision. 

Trevor Wignall cables as follows: 

Attendance at the fight was csti- 
mated at 40,000 in spite of threaten- 
ing ‘weather throughout the day. 

The anticipated last-hour rush for 
tickets did not materialise, ‘although 
from four o'clock In the afternoon 
onwards more than 20,000 tickets at 
six shilings each were put on sale. 

The fight entirely lacked the at- 
mosphere of all other fights, for the 
world heavyweight — charhplonship 
that have been staged in New York 
in recent years. 

Politics and society . were talrly 
well represented at the ringslde, but 
there was an almost entire absence 
of the film colony from Hollywood. 
FORMER .CHAMPIONS PRESENT 

‘Among those who sut in the work- 
ing Press scats were former world 
champions Jack Dempsey, Max Baer, 
Jim Braddock, Gene Tunney and 
Jock Sharkey. , 

It was one of the noticeable fea- 
tures thot the high-priced sections 
were better patronised than tho 
cheap sections, the sents in which 
were at a lower price than ever be- 
fore fora contest in’ which a world’s 
heavyweight title was ‘at stoke. 

Tho night was humid ond warm, 
but up to nine o’clock there was no 
rain, although Jato in the afternoon 
all the radio statlon announced that

the promoter had decided to stage 
title fight any time after 8.30. 

The last hour messages about Farr 
and Louls was that they had spent 
the afternoon and carly evening very 
quictly, Farr received only his per- 
sonal friends, and when not asleep 
whiled away the time playing cards, 

Louls on his return to the home 
of u friend after the weigh-in slept 
the whole of the time from two 
o'clock until seven. 

There was practically no betting 
at the ringside on the big Nght, des- 
pite a rumour that thousands of 
pounds on Farr were on olfer {om 
Englynd at odds of 5 to 1, This 
proved to be only rumour, and it 
was quite ensy to get odds of 7 to 1 
on Louls one hour before the men 
entered the ring. 

FARR CALM 

- Farr was brought to the ringside 
at 0.40, just after an additional con- 
test had been started. He was given 
n seat among newspapermen ond ap~ 
peared to be entirely calm and 
collected. He snt within a yard of 
mie while he waited for the time to 
arrive for him to take the ring. 

The most noticeable thing about 
his gown was o hyge red Welsh dra- 
gon on the back. 

Tho scar bénenth his right eye, 
which was all that remained of the 
cut he recelved in training: Inet 
week, wos very conspicuous, but for 
the first tme in his life Farr was 
escorted. to the ringside by a dozen 
armed policemen, to. 

He was not inclined to engage in 
much conversation, but readily ane 
swered oll questions that were ad-

dressed to him 
Marcel ‘Thil, the Frenchman who 
holds the ‘middlewelght champlon- 
ship of the world, but who docs not 
speak one word of Engush. 

It Js doubtful whether the long 
wilt while he watched an entircly 
unimportant fight did Farr much 
good, and surprise was expres: 
that he was asked to leave his dress- 
ing-room nnd sit out in: the open a 
full 20 minutes before he was needed 
to climb Info the ring. 

FEW WELSH SUPPORTERS 

There was of course, no sign of 
Louis, who was understood to be still 
in his dressing-room. While Farr‘sat 
under the arc Hghts of the ring he 
did not have any Welsh supporters 
at. the ringside, ond Jt was stated 
that the number of Welsh who tra- 
velled up from Pennsylvania was 
very small, 4 . 

Farr eventually ehtered the ring 
simultancously with Louls. 

In the hour before the fight the 
Yankee Stadium underwent quite a 
remurkable transformation. 

Farr's principal second was Ted 
Broadribb, his manager, whose chict 
nssistant was Evans, the trainer. 

The rain was still holding off, but 
the night was so clammy and warm 
that the vast majority of spectators 
were jn thelr shirtsleeves. ° 

The belief wos expressed that 
cither ticket speculators had unloaded 
or promoters had decided to sell seats 
at any price they could get. Onc 
estimate was that there were more 
than 40,000 present at 9.65 when tho 
champion and his challenger took 
their: -stools. 

The referee was Arthur Donovan, 
who has been in charge of the 
mujority of big fights in New York 
for the last five years. Nobody could 
hnve been cooler or moro Incking in 
nerves than Farr as ho sot in his 
corner, He spent most of tho long

He entyht Louls with a left and aright, 
and tn attempting to return these puncher 
Louls missed in the wildest fashion. 

Farr was quite fast on his feet. but hts 
Areatent .difficully was to cscape the 
stroisht Ieft that Louls was continualty 
shooting at him, 

Farr did not crouch to a great extent, 
but tt is doubtful whether mare real box- 
Ing has been seen in a heavy-welght Nght 
In New York since Tunney defeated Tom 
liceney nine years ago. 

WELSHMAN BLEEDING 

In the Jast minute of the third round 
Farr took. two punches ‘ that opened 
wounds under both cyes. . 

He waa bdiecding heavily as ho returned 
to his comer, and by the excited efforts 
of his attendants to atop: the blecding It 
was obvious that tho oshen were Bad 
ones.

Farr won tremendousx applaure in the 
fecond minute by Janding heavily oon 
Louls’ chin with “a right. but Farr bad 
slowed down, by now, although his weav- 
Ing and bobbing were proving arn great a 
dimculty to Louis as ever they had been, 

Farr wan clearly entitled to thts round 
both for cleverness In defence, for his 
counterspunching, and for hls burat of 
oggression when Louis least expected it. 

Round %—Farr ran Into a hard left 
hook jn the firat few seconds of this 
round. but wan still moving about Ro well 
that Louis missed hin by a wide margin 
with aright that followed it. 

Farr took much punishment in the 
eorly stages of this round, and he was 
freq ently an open target, He fought 
back, however, and althoun ritdled with 
blown—rihts’ and lefts were falling on 
him ike hail-FParr refused to no down, 

He roused the spectntorn to n fever of 
enthustanm that has not often been heard 
even in New York. |

FPHERE is at this time na renewed 
rumour nbout eminent scientists 
-dallying with a death ray, The 
realisation that Britain is only a onc- 
@imension .islund, and that it is 
vulnerable to enemy attack from the 
nir, hns upset the nerves of quite a 
number of people; the most dilstres- 
sing fact of all, of course, being the 
ftim expert assurance that there is 
netually no certain defence against 
air raids, 


So lons are the odds against evel 
the most eflicient defences being able 
to stop more than a small percentage 
ot any invading air juadrons that 
the choice and master spirlts of the 
Alt Ministry have been inclined to 
advocate concentrating almost entire- 
ly on bombing rather than on fight- 
inst ‘planes, 

The only effective way, they arguc, 
is to get your own blow in first if 
possible and, !€ not first, then. soon 
enough and severcly enough to cripple 


further enemy activities in the air; aa 
ae 


ndded to which they suggest 
psycholopical advantage. The poten- 
tial fue Will pause lon before invit- 
inst the’attentions of a really powerful 
bombing force. 

But mass civilian human nature Is 
not sufficiently tempered to regard 
this attitude with cquanimity, It 
docs not help to comfort Londoners 
in the prospect of having blue mur- 
der showered on their heads that an 
equally or even more drustle fate 
may be meted out to the enemy 
capital's hapless population. So the 
public car catches caperly and credul- 
ously at every vague supestion of 
some scientlfic miracle that is to 
render aerial warfare obsolete even 
in its swaddling clothes. 
Eternal Credutity 

We have recently been entertained 
to stunt journalism about « wonderful 
beam or ray, invisible but all-potent, 
which will put al} mechanism out of 
gear cither on land, sea, or-air. Be- 
cause people would welcome such a 
¢onsunimution, us lifting the night- 
mure.horror of bombing raids from 
their troubled minds, they find no 
difficulty in believing these enheurten- 
ing fairy tales. There is.nothing so 
truce as thut most people believe what 
they want to. 

During the haggard anxicty of the 
Great War, in those early weeks when 
the Prussian pickelhaube seemed to 
be overwhelming all opposition, how 
elately the public accepted that 
grotesquely absurd story about’ the 
trainloads of Russians sweeping 
through this country on their way to 
outflank and outnumber the enemy's 
Western Front legions. How  In- 
sistently the demand was pressed that 
a former Lord Dundonald's — sceret 
plan, of Crimean vintage, for killing 
off the opposing armies wholesale nnd 
instanter, by. some mysterious process 
of pressing a button, should be im- 
medintely exploited. 

That secret project, 
and hurriedly shelved at the time by 
the horrified and‘ scandalised British 
Cabinet, turned out to be a nine- 
teenth-century anticipation of poison 
gas, or something like it. The Teu- 
tonle disciples of Wagnerian chivalry 
and Nordic kultur had no such con- 
seience qualms. They got thelr 
polson gas blow In first, ond it was 
promptly countered by n few feet of 
canvas and n little coal dust! 


Of What Use? 


Two questions arise now In regard 
to this Intest talk of an invisible 
denth ray. First, how much truth or 
even. probability is there In it? 
Second, how fur, if a reality, would 
{t be elther effective or in Itself less 
dreadful than the thing it was meant 
to avert? 

On the first point, there Is no 
secret nbout the fact that scientific 
brains In’many Jands have been striv- 
ing to discover some such wireless 
beam. Marcon! was busily engaged 
on the iden up to the time of his 
death. There were queer storics 
about motor and other boats, using 
the harbour where his yacht was 
moored, suddenly finding their ma- 
chinery thrown out of gear. The 
suggestion behind these storics being 
that Marconl’s efforts were at all 
events nearlng some success. I have 
heard, from more than one source of 
apparent credibility, exactly similar

Such oan urge 
might even over-master the benign 
philosuphy cf some true-blue demo- 
eratle enthusiast, sick unto death of 
the shortcomings of humanity in the 
repellent bulk. What hundred-per- 
cent. Anarchist, in the present state 
of Incume-tixation qnd other civi- 
lised) shackles on free humanity, 
could keep his finger off the alluring 
switch? 


The Supreme Tragedy 


Even if the’ grand seeret and its 
mevhanism were vested solcly in the 
League of Nations, and the switch 
kept jealously under lock at Geneva, 
with a carefully chosen international 
guard, what are the chances against 
its possible misuse?

Three Warspite Officers 


a Relieved

SENSATION has been caused by the result of ‘a secret 
inquiry into incidents on H.M.S. Warspite last June. 


Three of the battleship's officers 
have been “relleved of thelr ap- 
pointments"; . 

Three naval ratings have been dis- 
missed from the Navy; 

Ten ratings from the sam. ship have 
been “removed.” 

The oMeclal Court of Inquiry, held 
by the three senior navi oMeers, 
concerned trouble Jn the 31,100-ton 
battleship while she was undergolng 
her £2,500,0U0 reft ut Portsmouth. 

It followed Admiralty denials that 
there was any seriols trouble on 
board the vessel or that there was 
any “unrest.” ’ 

The Warspite was to havo satled 
for the Mediterranean as flagship 
of the comtmander-In-chicf Inst 

Friday, but a British Wireless mes- 

sage states that her salling has been 

postponed owing to a defect in her 
machinery. 
The oficers relleved are: 
Cmdr, D. Hf. Everett, M.B.E. 
Lt. Cmdr. A. F. L. Evans, and 
Capt. A. G. C. Langtord, Royal 
Marines, 

They are being succeeded by 
Cmdr, G. B. Amery-Parkes 
Lt, R. B.D, Ryder, and 
Capt. M. G.  Pughe, Royal 
Marines. * : 


IN TAI-MO-SHAN CREW 


Lt Rk. E, D, Ityder has just 
returned to England after three 
years research work In the Antarc- 
tle. He was one of the officers 
selected for service with the ex- 
peditlon to British Grahamland, 
organised by the Royal Gceogra- 
Phical Sociely, and commanded the 
threr-masted schooner Penola. 

Shortly before the expedition 
started, Lt. Ryder had returned 
after » 12-months’ voyage from 
Hongkong Jn the 12-lon ketch Tai- 
mo-shan, his crew being other 
naval officers. 

When results of the inquiry! were 
made known Naval circles at Ports- 
mouth ot first refused to believe 
them, It had been ussumed that the 
incident had been closed some weeks 
ayo and it was not generally known 
that a court of inquiry had been sit- 
ting. 

The trouble In Warsplite ‘arose 
when certain ratings, under the 
{inpression that they were to lose 
thelr week-end leave, held mect- 
ings below decks. 

The men were nenrly all from 
Chathnm, und ns Warspite was under- 
going her reflt at Portsmouth, those 
on duty wanted wecl-ends so as to 
get home. 


- "ISOLATED CASE” 


Their leave was eventually granted, 
and, according to a statement, it was 
never actually in question, Officially, 
the whole matter was 
to be “a misunderstanding.” -- 

There were scrious rumours In 
Portsmouth, however, of the men 
refusing duty—amounting, theo- 
retically, to “mutiny.” 

According to a Admiralty 
official, the incident was .an Isolated 
case of a certain number of men fail- 
ing to submit their requests in the 

Servicesmanner, and being 

do by a few ind{[viduals that 
collective action would get them 
whut they wanted more quickly than 
the usual Service method. : 

The report of the findings of the 
Court of inquiry states that the. dis- 
cipline of certain ratings was un- 
satisfactory, and that the handling 
of the situation in ‘Warspite at the 
time was not carried out in o manner 
th. could be regurded as entirely 
satisfactory. 

The ten ratings “removed” from 
the ship, and the three officerr “re- 
Heved of their appointments” are 
now to be posted to other ships, 
or in some cases to shore stations. 
The three ratings who have been 

dismissed the Navy, leave the Service 
on the grounds that “thelr services 
are no longer required.” 


DEATH FROM TETANUS 


TREATMENT OF SHOP COOLIE 
PROBED AT UNQUEST 


An {Inquest into the death of Chan 
Kwong, 5t-year-old shop coolic, who 
succumbed to tetanus following 
treatment to an Injured foot, was 
conducted at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday by Mr. S. F. Balfour and 
the following Jury: Messrs. R, Leo 
(Foreman), Chow Cham-wing and 
A. Guticrrez. " 

Dr, P. F. S, Court stated that de- 
ecascd was admitted to the Queen 
Mary Hospital on August 12 suffer- 
ing from (tetanus. There was a 
deep, dirty wound between the 
second nnd third tocs on the right 
foot. Decensed died two dnys later. 

In .answer to the Coroner, Dr. 
Court said tetanus germs could be 
passed by Chinese -herbs, 

Kwok Kn-wo, practitioner fn 
Chinese medicine, sald decensed con- 
sulted him on August 11 about his 
jaw, which could not be opened wide. 
He only felt his pulse and did not 
examine the foot. 

The Medical Superintendent of the 
Tun Wah Hospital, Dr. Phoon Seck- 
wah, testified to having been unable 
to find decensed’s name: in the re- 
cords of the hospital. The name of 
every patient, irrespective of Chin- 
ese or western treatment, was enter- 
ed in the bool, . 

Chinese Medicine 

Chan Hi stated that his brother 
hurt hls foot on August 3 and went 
to the Tung Wah Hospital for treat~ 
ment the same day. Witness did not 
IKcnow of the treatment, but deceased 
told him he was glven Chinese medi- 
elne. . 

Dr. Phoon, recalled, said that In 
his opinion tetanus could be caused 
by herbs, : He referred to an article 
in the Caduceus (the medical journal 
of the Hongkong University) written 
by the Inte Professor C. Y. Wang in 
1927, which stated that, following 
selentifie Investigations, evidence of 
tetanus in herbs was found. The in- 
vestigations were based on samples 
obtained from all the shops in the 
Colony, and the existence of’ tetanus 
jn them depended on the way: the 
herbs were prepared. The Tung 
Wah Hospital prepared their medi- 
cines in the same way as other Chin- 
ese doctors. . 

The Inquest was adjourned until 
next Wednesday afternoon, when the 
Government Bacteriologist will make 
Known the result of his Investigations 
Into. the samples of.herbs in the 
Tung Wah Hospital. 


SECRET MEETING 
, AT SEA 
U.S. Moscow Envoy

EMPIRE FEARS INVASION 
OF FOREIGNERS 


‘Migration’ Problem Causes 
Grave Concern 


THE great rush of foreigners to British Dominions and 
Colonies is causing grave concern in Britain. 


This problem, and the problem of the almost complete 


stoppage of migration from Britain and the return of 
thousands of British settlers to Britain will be among 
the momentous questions to be discussed by the Empire 
Migration and Development Committee at their- con- 
ference in London-in October, says the Sunday Chronicle. 


There is grave concern over the 
failure of the recent Imperial Con- 
ference to formulate any definite mig- 
ration pian, and this concern has been 
Intenslfled by the unprecedented allen 
tush to Australia.

BRITONS RETURN 


Figures for 1936 tell the tragic 
story of thousands of disappointed 
Britons who have returned from the 
Dominions und Colonies. 

The main reasons given for the pre- 
dominance of ollens entering British 
Dominions nnd Colontes, particularly 
from Southern and Central Europe, 
are that they are preparad, to accept 
a low standard of living and that they 
fre assistéd to migrate by organisa- 
tions in thelr own country.

Make The Most Of Your Hands 


WOMAN'S hands are her best 

friends, or her worst cnemics, 
according to thelr appearance. Whe- 
ther. she is playing instruments, 
tapping a typewriter, emphasising a 
point jn conversation, washing dishes, 
or: playing bridge, their duties are 
never ended, and they are constantly 
on display. 

Well-froomed hands are a tre- 
mendous asset, for if a glri has 
hands she can be proud of she will 
have poise and confidence wherever 
she goes, 

Prevention is always better, thon 
cure, and when doing houseworl 
wear rubber or Jeather gloves. Rub 
in a good hand eream or lotion after 
the hands have been in hot water. 
Wherever possible, use warm water 
instend of very hot water, and be 
enreful to dry the hands thoroughly, 
pressing back the cuticle with the 
towel. 

If the nails are inclined to be 
brittle and breale casily, sonic the 
fingertips in warm oil every night. 
Never file away the corners of the 
nails, os this makes them brittle. 
Allow them to grow {o the finger- 
tips. 


Removing Stains 


SE nel ; 

Stains on the fingers are never 
becoming, but they are. quite casily 
‘yemoved by applying Iemon juice. 
Orange or grape fruit juice is just 
as efficacious as lemon; film stars in 
America usa tomato juice.

Keep a cut Iemon in_ readiness 
when you wash your hands, and dig 
your fingertins into it, as this re- 
moves any ingrained dirt that might 
adhere under the nalls.. Clean, by. 
pressing the niall down on a sponge, 
which will draw the dirt out by 
suction. : 

The shnpe of one’s nails is aon 
important factor toovoften overlooked 
In hand beauty. On on average, nalts 
are prettiest when shaped to a 
rounded point as long as the finger 
tip, but not extending beyond the 
finger end. 

If your fingers are naturally square, 
start shaping the nails to lool morc 
rounded ond almost oval. If you 
have well-shaped, tapering fingers, 
try shaping them. just a Ittle more 
polnted, to emphasiso this. 

To taper them, apart from shaping 
the nails, press between thumb and 
forefinger, whenever possoble, the 
best time for this being ‘just after 
washing, when the nails ore softer 
and more pliable. 

Long, gradually {apered nails help 
to mnke short, spatulate fingers look 
more gracefully slender. 

Short, rounded nails’ matee_ thin;

you do, remember that sharply 
pointed nails are not artistic as they 
destroy: the natural. harmony of 
softly curved finger tips.

When applying pollsh, you should 
use two or three strokes of the brush 
down the length of the nail, begin- 
ning at the end of the outer edge of 
the half-moon. Polish continued 
tight down to the tips has a lengthen- 
Ing effect. If nalls are brittle a 
cream polish is better os it Is. not so 
drylng. ; 

If you nre. impatient at the length 
of time your nail varnish takes to 
dry, put your nails under running 
water. This will set it for you. 

The process of a food manicure fs

Remove the varnish -and file the 
nails carefully with o long, flexible 
file, keeping the nails fairly pointed 
at the tips, close-to the sides, Soak 
the fingertips in hot, sonpy water 
with a plece of lemon jn it.

Eggs for Beauty 


IGGS nre “one of Nature’s greatest 
beautiflers when used, not for 
-food consumption, but ns _n cosmetic. 


Although eggs contain vitamins the} 


eating of too many eggs fs not to be 
recommended from a beauty. point 
of view, for they tend to make one 
Hverish. . . 

As a cosmetic, however, there are 
few things that can be used to curd 
so many different beauty blemishes 
or are more gencrally bencilclal to 
the halr and complexion. : 

A complexion that has become dry, 
and roughened, through exposure to 
cold, shurp winds can be wonder- 
fully improved in a very short time 
by a nightly treatment of white of 
egg and pure oil of sweet almonds. 

Strain the white from a perfectly 
fresh epg (it Is essential that it 
should be perfectly: fresh) and add 
a tenspoonful of ofl of sweet almonds, 
Beat them together to a_light froth. 
Cleanse the-face by: wiping it over 
with a piece of cotton wool dipped 
in rosewater. Dry, and, making a 
pad of a fresh plece of the wool, 
apply the egg and oll mixture, dab- 
bing It on with sharp Httle taps over 
{he whole face. Start from the chin 
and work upwards towards the 
cheek-bone. Go straight across the 
forechend, from temple to temple, 
and give special attention to the skin 
around the eyes, tapping the mix- 
ture In from the outer corner of the 
eye towards the nose. Let the mix- 
ture remain on the skin all night if 
it Is applied at bedtime, or for three 
.or four hours during the day.. Ree 
move by sponging the skin with rose- 
water to which a few drops of simple 
iincture of benzoin have been added. 


Removing Wrinkles 


Fine lines and wrinkles, if not too 
deeply marked, can be smoothed out 
with white of egg beaten up with a 
few drops of Enu-de-Cologne, Strain 
off the white of the cgg and beat it 
up to a froth, adding about ten drops 
of good Enu-de-Cologne. Sponge the 
skin with warm water and smear the 
egg and Enau-de-Cologne mixture 
over the wrinkles ‘with the tip of the 
finger. Allow to dry ‘on the skin, 
and leave for several hours. This Is 
an excellent treatment when dress-

and unreturnable drives, but 
from that point there was only 
one player in the picture, and he 
was not Bodiker. 


Whether Bodiker became unduly 
elated with his first few winning 
gtrokes I cannot sy, put he certainly 
proceeded to hit the ball with exces- 
sive exuberance, and Jost ath idea 
of control, Game after game he 
cleared the ines by yards with full- 
blooded drives from middle court, and 
the astonishing, point wis that he 
made no visible effort to restrain hime 
self und to find a length, 


Meunwhile Crawford proceeded to 
proceeded to play with meticulous 
necuracy, returning, drive for drive 
on either hand, but with ideal pluce- 
ments which forced Bodiker to essay 
running drives while the ball was 
going away from him. Not only this 
but the younger player varied his 
Jength with fine judgment, and by 
luring, Bodiker to the net either passed 
him with a subsequent drive or en- 
couraged him to cominit volley oF 
smashing errors. 


Throughout the two scts, Bodiker 
did not make oa single point on the 
yolley and only once did he smash 
with success. : 

WON AS HE LIKED 

Crawford gained such a tight grip 
on the exchanges that he was Hterally 
able to win as he liked, He might 
have won without the loss of a game, 
had not a vital point “been” wiven 
against him In the fifth game of the 
second sct. 

Even when Bodiker followed this 
up capturing the next game and thus 
reduced arrears to 2-4, one felt that 
Crawford was in no danger, a belief 
which he proceeded to sustain’ by 
winnlng the next two games with 
considerable case. 

Ali that one can say about Bodiker 
is that he. struck o mighty bad patch, 
He did not begin to look the player 
one knows him to be on a hardcourt, 
When the slaughter continued after 
that shock first sct he began to lose 
heart, apparently realising that It 
was too late to recover, Usually 
Bodiker {s quite content to lose the 
first sct and then come from behind’ 
fora victory. But he had to acknow- 
ledge that Crawford was playing far 
too well to permit anything so specta- 


cular, 

1 have seen Crawford play a con- 
sidernuble amount of tennis during 
the lust two years, but never before 
has he given such a magnificent dis- 
play of the game. There was con- 


fidence in every stroke, und they were - * 


made with deliberation und rare ac- 
curacy, His shots were pucy, and I 
was eupeclally interested to note the 
“punch” behind his backhand drives. 
They were, for. the most part, flat 
racket shots, thus giving the lic to a 
popular bellef that he is capable 
only of chopping on this hand. It ts 
true he favours the chop, und sliced 
backhand on jrasscourt, but,aided by 
a regulur bound on the hard surface, 
he exploits with telling effect u well 
mide flat racket drive, Although 
hitting hard, Crawford did not slam 
at the ball indiscriminately (this 
ineldentally was Wodiker's — biggest 
falling); he played thoughtful tennls, 
measuring’ bls opponent and playing 
deliberately to his weaknesses.

NMUERE Is at this time u renewed 

rumour about eminent selentists 
datlying with a death ray. The 
renlisation that Britain ty only a one- 
dimension Sslind, ond that it Is 
vulnerable to enemy attack from the 
alr, has upset the: nerves of quite a 
number of people; the most distres- 
sing fact of oll, of course, being the 
grim expert assurance that there js 
netually no certain defence against 
air raids, 


So long are the odds against ever 
{he most eMecient defences being uble 
to stop more than 4 small percentage 
of any invading alr squadrons that 
the choice and master spirits of the 
Alr Ministry have been inclined to 
advocate concentrating, almost entire- 
ly on bombing rather than on fight- 
ingt ‘planes. 

The only effective way, they argue, 
is to pet your own blow in first if 
possible and, if not first, then soon 
enough and severely enough to cripple 
further enemy activities in the air; 
added to which they suggest oa 
psycholosical advantage. The poten- 
thal foc WH pause long before invit- 
ing the attentions of a really powerful 
bombing force, 

But mass elvillan human nature 
not sulliciently tempered ‘to regard 
this ottitude with equanimity, It 
docs not help to comfort Londoners 
in the prospect of having blue mur- 
der showered on thelr heads that an 
equally or even more drastic fate 
may be meted out to the enemy 
cupital’s hapless population, So the 
publle ear catches eagerly and eredul- 
ously at cvery vague suggestion of 
some scientiNe miracle that fs to 
render acrial warfare obsolete even 
In Its swaddling clothes. 


Eternal Credulity 


We have recently been entertained 
to stunt Journalism about a wonderful 
beam or ray, invisible but al-potent, 
which will put all mechanism out of 
gear either on land, sea, .or air, Be- 
cause people would welcome such u 
consummation, as lifting the night- 
mare horror of bombing raids from 
their troubled “minds, they “find “no 
diMculty in believing these enhcarten- 
ing falry tales. There is nothing so 
true as that most people believe what, 
they want to. 

During the haganrd anxiety of the 
Great War, in those early weeks when 
the Prussian pickelhuube seemed to 
be overwhelming all opposition, how 
elitely the public accepted — that 
frotesquely absurd story about the 
trainlouds of Russlins sweeping 
through this country on thelr to 
outflank and outnumber’ the enemy's 
Western Front jJovions.

That seerct project, chivalrously 
and hurricdly shelved at the time by 
the horrified and scnndallsed British 
Cabinet, turned out to’ be a_nine- 
teenth-century anticipation of poison 
pas, or something like it. ‘The Tou- 
tonic disciples of Wagnerlan chivalry 
and Nordic 'kultur had no such con- 
sclence qualms.

General Wu added that by des- 
troying material — structures, the 
enemy only strengthened the greater 
national spirit) nourished by the 
blood of those who dicd on the 
battlefields to defend-China. Every 
bomb and shell dropped on a non- 
combatant. by the Japanese was 
another naf) in thejr coffin. He con- 
eluded: “I fully endorse Mayor 
O. K. Yui's statement that the enemy

claims, following the routing of 
four divisions of Chinese troops,

Ku-an has been attained. 


Successes aré also claimed for the 
Japanese troops- in the Llanghslang 
sector, where the Chinese are report- 
ed to, have ylelded strategic points 
over a wide area. 

The Japunese crossing of the Han 
River, which is 400 yards wide, was 
preceded by.a terrific artillery par- 
rage, wich blasted the Chinese 
troops out of thelr trenches on the far 
side of the river. : 

Japanese cavalry, under cover o! 
this barrage, forded the river and 
Kalloped {nto action, hoping to fold 
up the Chinese flanks and drive the 
survivors out: of their crumbling 
trenches. Mechianlsed units then pros 
ceeded to ruinble across the river on 
a flmsy pontoon bridge. 

The mechanised units were follow- 
ed by infantry scouts, who swam the 
river and took up thefr positions in 
such a way that they could protect 
the crossing of the main body. Once 
across the river, the Japanese pushed 
on without pause, maling very effec- 
tive use of their tanks across the flat 
Hope} plain.—Reuter, F

Ching San-yeung, aged 34, Secre- 
tary of the Tuny# Chai Association, 
and Li Ahechiu, aged 30, seaman, be- 
fore Mr. W. Schofield at the Central 
Magistracy this morning, charged 
with behaving in a disorderly manner 
in Luard Road. A third man, Yau 
Siu-lcan, aged 32, seaman, was unable 
to appear, as he was in hospital. 

Inspector A. V. Baker sald Ching 
was coliccting funds for the Chinese 
troops in the North, and on Tuesday, 
he went to No. 92 Jaffe Road, ground 
floor, and asked the people there for 
donutions. He was offered $2, but 
apparently considerad this - amount 
InsuMcient, and began arguing with 
the Inmates. A general fight then be- 
gan, In which the three defendants, 
us well os others, sere involved. 
Third defendant received a nasty 
blow on the head and was taken to 
hospital, but it could not be proved 
who strucie the blow. 

L! and Yau were among a party of 
about 50 Chinese seamen who -had 
left their ship because they refused to 
sail on her to Japan. They intended 
to return to Shanghal and join the 
Army to fight the Japanese, and were 
temporarily residing at No, 92 Jaffe 
Road, From all appexrances, fret 
defendant and his folis were respon- 
sible for the whgle trouble. 

His Worship bound Ching over in 
the sum of $50 to be of food be- 
haviour for a year, and cautioned the 
other two.
